SUCCESSFUs SUGAR sXPEsIMENTS, 


Distinguished People Watching the Work 
at Warmoth’s Plantation. 

NEw ORLEANS, La., Jan. 15.—[{Special.]—The 
experiments at the Magnolia plantation of Gov. 
Warmotb, conducted by Prof. Wiley of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, were resumed yester- 
day at 6 o'clock a. m. In the twenty-four hours 
the battery was in operation for twenty-two 
hours, working up 110 tons of cane. Better 
work is done than ever before at the rate of 125 
tons per day. The polarization of the cane aver- 
ages 14 sucrose, 60 glucose. and purity 8. Dr. 
Wiley is obtaining a very fine extraction, only 
three-tenths of 1 percent of sugar being left 
in the chip. He estimates on the basis of previ- 
ous work that this run will give from 200 to 205 
N ot sugar to the ton. The second sugar 

rom the fourth run has been swung out. yielding 
forty-five pounds to the ton. The third sugar 
from the same run has been boiled, and is in 
wagons. It has already fully grained, and has a 
purity of over 0. Supt. Buarthelmy estimated 
thé product of third sugar as twenty pounds to 
the ton, but putting it at fifteen would make 226 
75 of sugar to the ton from the fourth run. 
nless some accident occurs the cune will all be 
worked up by Wednesday night and the experi- 
ments brought to a conclusion. A large number 
of visitors are present watching the operations 
with great care, including representatives of for- 
eign Governments. 


RELEASING A SPIRiTUALIST. 


A Mediam’s Tricks Are Not Those De- 
scribed in the Statute. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—Judge 
Bacon, in the Superior Criminal Court yester- 
day, gave a decision in the case ot C. R. Ross 
sustaining the defendant's motion to quash the 
indio ment. Mr. Ross, who is a Spiritualistic 
medium, was indicted under the Pyblic Statutes, 
Chap. 203, Sec. 65, which provides a punishment 
for any person Who fraudulently obtains money 
by means of a trick or device by the use of cards 


or other implements. Defendant's counsel said 


that Ross and his wife were Spiritualists, and 
this was the first case ever brought in this Com- 
monwealth where it was sought to punish parties 
for holding a séance. Counsel held that the 
statute was intended to spply to games of cards 
and gambling devices, an t the cabinet and 
other apparatus Of tne medium would not con- 
stitute “implements” within the meaning of 
the statute. Another objection to the indict- 
ment was the alleged person defrauded paid her 
money upon her entrance and before anything 
was done by defendant. 


The Tees Capitol Celebration. 

Avsttn, Tex., Jan. 15.—The Military Commit- 
tee, comprising Gov. Ross, Col. Steever of the 
United States army, Adjutant-General King, 
Maj.-Gen. Roberts, and others, yesterday 
formulated a program and a list of prizes to be 
awarded atthe grand inter-State encampment 
and celebration to be beild in this city May 14 to 
17 in connection with the dedication of the new 
Capitol building.

and one boil Just think, then, what this 
poor woman had to endure with a husband 
with perhaps from 500 to 1,000 boils on him.

NOT 8O WARM AS LAST SUMMER. 


Chilly Temperature in Chicago—What the 
Thermometers Said. 
The cold weather liar was in great demand 


yesterday and his audience seemed to take a 


grim satisfaction in listening to tales of 
frigid grandeur that would make a Lap 
lander shiver. Many will doubtless be dis- 
appointed in learning that yesterday was not 
the coldest day on record. It was the cold- 
est day of the season, however, by a large 
majority, with several back counties yet to 
send in returns. Just how cold it was 
will probably forever remain a mystery. 
It would be unjust to present the record 
made by Manasse’s thermometer with a 
statement that it was correct. That instru- 
ment is conservative to the last degree, and 
maliciously indicates zero when less proud 
but more susceptable thermometers indicate 
from 6° to 10° below. For instance: Yes- 
terday evening at 6o0’clock a six-foot ther- 
mometer at the corner of Webster and Lin- 
coln avenues indicated 13° below zero. This 
instrument bears a good reputation for truth- 
fulness and sobriety, is perfectly un- 
prejudiced, and bas no ax to grind. 
At the same time Manasse’s warm- 
blooded instrument said it was only 


6° below zero. At 10 o’clock the down-town 


thermometer had got down to 18“ below, and 
it is fair to presume that the North Side in- 
strument indicated 20° or more. It is a mat- 
ter of small import to the man who has both 
ears frozen what any thermometer says. He 
knows it was cold.

Milton Gebhrge has offered 850 
acres of ‘land, near Glen- 
wood, twenty miles south of Chicago, 
upon the Chijago & Western Indiana Railway, 
as a free donistion, provided che 350,000 can be 
raised. It is not designed to model the school 
after the Reform School, but in place of one 
large 8 have a number of small cot- 
tages in which the youngsters will be located 
according to the various degrees of deprayity 
they may have attained. By this method all 
mixing up of the simply bad boys with the very 
bad boys or the very bad boys with the terribly 
bad boys will be entirely avoided. The pian is 
to make it a school for the entire State, and 
8822 from Chicago to Cairo and from the 

abash to the Mississippi will be eligible for 
membership, provided they are bad enough. In 
his speech list night Mr. Holmes said there 
were thousaiids of vicious, idle, indolent children 
fast heading ‘toward the penitentiary. People 
who had paiſi no attention to the subject would 
be am td! learn that since 1882 over 4,000 boys 
had been incarcerated in the various prisons and 
jails ot IIlindis. A ory of horror lately went up 
all over Chicago when a brutal stepfather beat 
his little son to death, yet they paid little or no 
attention to the fact that many thousands of 
children wer plunging down to an eternal death. 
Thirty-five pee cent of the criminals of this coun- 
try sprung fſom the neglected classes. What 
Was the rempdy? Simply to remove these chil- 
dren to some place where they would be free 
from all vicijpus influences, and the institution at 
Norwood Park was the kind of place exactly. 
During the last six months—and tne school 
had been in operation no longer than that— 
101 children had been received, Of that number 
fifteen had been adopted, and there were now 
eighty-six béivs in that school, and the institution 
was running behind hand; it was even in need of 
fuel, Contijuing, Mr. Holmes spoke strongly in 
favor of the school as one which would take a 
boy off the streets, no matter how filthy in mind 
and body h might be, and would clean him 
thoroughly. outside and inside. 

Bishop Fijllows and Mr. Prudden both spoke 
briefly in tatror of the cause. 

Ex-Judge Jameson, whois President of the Nor- 
wood Park ndustrial School, said that he had at 
one time orjfanized a Criminals’ Aid Society, hav- 
ing for its object the welfare of criminais who 
had been Ilberated from the penitentiary, but 
ho matter; how hard they worked, they 
could not make of it a complete success. 
During his long career upon the bench he had 
satisfied hiinself that the only way to reduce the 
number of the criminal class was to prevent 
crimirais from being made. It was next to im- 
possible to thoroughly reclaim an inherently 
vicious nattire after it had reached a certain age, 
No one seemed to care anything for the homeless 
wails, who |were almost certain to become crim- 
mals. It was necessary to spoil a boy before the 
State would pay any attention to him. The 
school at Norwood Park did not aim to keep 
bo s until they had become institutionalizea, but 

laced them out in places where they would 

earn manliness, self-control, and self-reliance. 
Boys came there in such a condition that it was 
& sanitary problem whether they should be al- 
lowed insid the yard, but within a remarkably 
short space they were so transformed that their 
own mothé¢rs—suppos they had any—would 
not know them. The school was in debt at the 
resent time, and is becom more so every 
ay, but they had not declined to take a single 
boy on that account.

No Doubt that the Late Secretary Will Slip 
Through on a Close Call—Graphic De- 
scription of a Chicago Financier’s Visit 
to the President — Government Aid 
Asked for a Fiying Machine—Little Ex- 
pected from Congress This Week—Cap- 
ital Gossip. : 


Wasuineton, D. C., Jan, 15.—[Special.)]— 
Friends and foes of — Laser have 
both been conferring today. The Repub- 
lican Senators have consulted together and 
the position of every one is pretty well 
known, It does not seem possible that La- 
mar can be beaten, as it is pretty certain 
that besides Riddieberger the Administra- 
tion has two Repubiicans to rely on, and this 
is one more than enough to confirm. Early 
in the week, when the Pacific coast deal first 
began to be understood, the Democrats and 
Lamar’s friends thougut they were sure of five 
Republican votes, but they no longer expect 
these.

side. Lamar's friends do not want his 
confirmation discussed in. open — 
because they fear it might upset 
their plans and in the end him to be 
rejected. Riddieberger, who hinted at a 
resoiution for open sessions, said tonight he 
would defer to their wishes in the matter. 
He wanted Lamar confirmed and would not 
take any course that would endanger that 
result.

TALEING TO THE LUMBER-SHOVERS. ° 


Albert Cuirlin Tries to Enlist Them in the 
Beer Boycott, 

About fifty. including a number of women and 
children, constituted the mass-meeting of lum- 
ber-shovers and lumber-yard employés called to 
listen to Albert Currlin and other orators from 
the Central Labor Union at No. 630 Blue Island 
avenue yesterday afternoon. Mr. Currlin was in 
good voice and as impressively insinuating as 
usual, He enlarged on the benefits of organiza- 
tion among the lumber employés, numbering 
over 10,000 in Chicago, and the great necessity of 
strong efforts on the part of those 
in the Lumber-Shovers’ Union—the mem- 
bership of which has now dwindled 
aown to about fifty-tive men—so that they might 
again become worthy membersof the Central 
Labor Union. Currlin then branched into gen- 
eral matters and made one of his old-time talks. 
He rehashed his old Socialistic argument. illus- 
trated by the last census returns. He proved to 
the entire satisfaction of the handful present 
that the average wages of each worker was over 
$1,500, of which he received rather under 600, the 
remainder being stolen from him by the capital- 
ists. Currlin id his respects to Judge . 
who, he said, was the true throttier of the lav, 
instead of their brethren. Fielden had barely 
escaped hanging for a.tempting to throttie or do 
away with the bad laws. Ihe speaker, who was 
unusually appiauded througnout and es ally 
at this point, then reverted to the trouble be- 
tween the Milwaukee brewers and their union 
employés, and without using the word “ boy- 
cott made himself fully understood as to the 
unwholesome qualities and general undesirabil- 
ity of the auwaukee product. He called atten- 
tion to the union or trust formed by the Mil- 
waukee and Chicago brewers, and how the latter 
were helping out the oppressors of their brethren

Sr. LOUIS. Mo., Jan. 15.—Late advices from the 
City of Mexico say that President Diaz and his 
Cabinet have announced that they will do all in 
their power to encourage and promote the immi- 
gration of Americans into Lower California, par- 
ticularly into the lands of the international Com- 
pany, whose headquarters are at Fasanada.

New Mexico’s Financial Condition. 

SANTA FR, N. M., Jan. 15.—The Herald pub- 
lishes a statement of the financial condition of 
New Mexico, obtained from official sources, 
showing that the stories circulated with the 
evident intention of bearing Territorial se- 
curities and impairing the Territorial credit are 
without any foundation in fact. The last Legis- 
lature was urged by Gov. Ross to fund the out- 
standing warrants and bring the Territory at 
once to a cash basis, but it neglected to do 80, 
though it took away the taxpaying power of the 
warrants and provided for the issue and 
sale of bonds to pay for the current 
expenses for eight months. The _ increase 
in the taxable vaiues for 1887 and the 
Drompt payment of the taxes for that 
ear have so improved the financial condition of 
ew Mexico that within the present year all the 
warrants now out and tobe issued during the 
year will be paid. The bonded debt of the Terri- 
tory is and all expenses are covered by 
the rate of taxation, about 1½ per cent. Immi- 
gration is on the increase, and there is also a 
notable increase in the investment of Eastern 
capital. Territorial warrants are rapidly en- 
hancing in value and are eagerly sought by 
moneyed men.

on nis purse-strings. Allen asked for what was 
owed him, but English declined to pay him, for 
the reason that he had missed one engugeinent. 
There were several other incidents of this sort, 
but all the time English was talking of bis liber- 
ality. About two weeks prior to the election 
William H. Barnum of the Democratic National 
Committee telegraphed to Indiana inquiring how 
they were fixed financially, and English replied: 
* You take care of New York and I'll take care 
of Indiana.” But Barnum heard that English 
had spent about 55.000 in the campaign, and he 
concluded that sme mules must be bought. 
He sent $270.000 to a business-man in Indianapo- 
lis a day or two before election, but it was too 
late to be used, and tne Republicans carried In- 
diana. The money was returned. The English 
family, it was thought at that time, was forced 
out of politics, but young “ Bill” is now being 
trained by his father for the Congressional nom- 
ination in the Seventh District, now represented 
by Bynum, whois a candidate for Governor. 
Bynum will be in great luck if he goes back to 
Congress, but he probably will be allowed to do 
so if he keeps out of the Gubernatorial contest. 


LABUR TROUBLES, 


Louisville Labor Organizations Boycott the 
“ Courier-Journal” Company. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky.. Jan. 15.—([Special.]—The 
Trade and Labor Assembly convened in special 
meeting this afternoon at Liederkranz Hall for 
the purpose of considering the troubles existing 
between the Courier-Journal Company and the 
Typographical Union. Twenty-three organiza- 
tions were represented by delegates, ang there 
was hardly enough seating Capacity for the large 
audience attracted through sympathy with the 
men. The meeting was presided over by Presi- 
dent P. J. Power. O. N. Bradburn of the 
bd te ty oe gg Union made. a concise and 
unprejudiced statement of the situ- 
ation to the assembl and was 
followed by William Aimison of Nashville, Pres- 
ident of the International Typographical Union, 
who had been ealied to Louisville by the local 
union. Mr. Aimison addressed the assembly at 
length, and his ments were convincing. 
After some further discussion resolutions were 
adopted sustaining the striking printers and de- 
claring a boycott against the Courier-Journal and 
the Zvening Jimes. A mass meeting will be held 
tomorrow night to protest against the action of 
the papers interested. It is expected that prom- 
ment men from all over Kentucky and Southern 
Indiana will be present.

Lesser Experts Will Find No Employment 
Except in Unremunerative Handicaps— 
What Dick Roche Has Done for the 
Game—O’Leary Is Hunting for Weir— 
Ohio Paddlers Fight Fourteen Rounds 
with Bare Knuckles—General Sporting 
News. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 15.—[{Special.]—After an 
engagement of whatever kind it is the customary 
thing to review the battle, bury the dead, and 
bind up the wounded. Thisin no sense is the 
case with the billiard contest, for the defeated 
players, or those who ought to be considered 
dead, live on the hopes of future actions. The 
scathed ones fancy their position due to circum- 


stances; therefore today has been one of quiet 


about Schaefer's. The prize-winners have been 
only too glad to distribute a just tittle 
of the gains with ther less  fortu- 
nate brethren, and the experts that finished 
“ behind the flag have been wined and dined to 
their heart's content. There are some facts of 
potency to be brought forwara in connection 
with billiards of the present day. Time was 
when all contests at billiards needed an outside 
man as Manager, and when, some few years 
since, the professionals kicked against an in- 
cumbrance of the kind and refused to toady to 
the so-called “sporting press” efforts of all kinds 
were made to whip them back into the traces. 
There were a few men in both the Eust and 
West assuming a dictatorship over billiards, and 
these, seeing their old-time percentages 
waning, sought by means fair or foul to 
retain their grip. Thus was originated 
the misrepresentation and feeling of distrust 
towards a body of professionals who, for the 
merest shadow of a livelihood. have since 1880 
kept alive all that is capable of demonstration at 
the game of billiards. Even the room-keepers 
have seemingly allied themselves against the 
professionals, as evidence of which antagonism 
it may be stated that the figures show that at the 
time of the cushion-carrom tournament at Chi- 
cago not one dollar was contributed by the bill- 
iard-room men, with the exception of the firm 
of Hannah & Hogg. who gave the free 
use of the Madison Street Theatre, C. 
E. Mussey, and Charley Purker. After that 
tournament the Treasurer distributed in 
prizes some $575, $8275 of which was the 
entrance money of the contestants and $250 the 
subscription of the Brunswick-Balke-Collender 
Company. Thus ov.ly 80 was gained from out- 
side sources. far as the tournament just 
closed in St. Louis is concerned, not a dollar was 
received from the roomkeepers, bar Roche & 
Schaefer, in whose hali the tournament wus 
layed at a sacrifice to the interests of the room, 
asmuch as the space apportioned rendered 
necessary the removal of six tables, and their 
being no sample-room on the premises to make 
such loss in revenue. t the tournament 

as been successfully carried to completion, and 
that such affairs are of interest to the general 
public is proved by the “specials” sent to all 
the leading newspapers of country. Outside 
of the players no person was connected with the 
affair in any shape whatever. What ot manage- 
ment was necessary was furnished by Jacoo 
Schaefer, aidea by such of the players as he 
thought fit to consult, and he Wizard” is 
worthy of the highest praise for the manner in 
which the affair was conducted. His backer, 
Richard Roche, the one man to whom more than 
any other is due the installment of a bill-

While the iron market has been weak for 
some months, the evidences of a coming de- 
cline in a great number ot articies are not 
such as to breed general discouragement, nor 
are the stocks of standard commodities ex- 
cessive. Even the iron market is now said 
to show signs of recovery from the recent 
dullness. Buyers and sellers of steel rails 
have for some time stood still, each party 
waiting for the other to come to its terms, 
but about 40,000 tons were sold last week at 
the prices demanded by the manufacturers, 
It is claimed that the renewals made by lead- 
ing railroads during 1886 were much less than 
has been generally supposed, and that large 
quantities of rails will be wanted for that 
purpose this year. As for copper, it is 


‘claimed that the French syndicate controls 


the entire world’s supply except that of the 
Lake Superior mines, and that contracts have 
been made for three years. The new 
strength of the iron market is due partially to 
the strike of the coal miners, and in spite of 
the claims of the companies there is a pros- 
pect that that strike will be a protracted one, 
The trade in agricultural products is very 
quiet so far as speculative features are con- 
cerned, but notwithstanding the revent weak- 
ness in wheat the situation as to prices is 
more encouraging than at any time last year. 
The farmers have been treated so badly by 
the markets that they will be thankful for 
even a little encouragement. 

. Weenter upon the third week of the new 
year with a pretty good solvency record. 
There is always reason at this time of the 
year to apprebend failures resulting from 
overestimates of the volume of the holiday 
trade and the settlements of the previous 
yéar’s business, but there have been few col- 
lapses of any consequence. Exemption from 
such misfortunes fora few weeks will have 
avery stimulating influence on trade. The 
clearing-house statistics for some weeks 
have sometimes shown a decrease in the 
volume of transactions as compared with a 
year before, but smail fluctuations of that 
sort are not significant, particularly at this 
season. 

Reports from Europe are encouraging. 
Money is cheap and trade is improving. That 
vast interest, the Britash merchant marine, is 
having a greater degree of prosperity than 


for years. The London Times says: The in- 


“crease of our foreign commerce is much 
“ greater than that of any other country. 
„Between 1875 and 1886 the increase of Brit- 
“ish foreign trade was 16 millions of tons, 
“ while the increase in the case of the United 
“ States was only seven millions, that of Ger- 
“many about six millions, that ot France 
“ about o millions, that of Italy 3}¢ millions, 
“that of Russia less than two millions, and 
“ that of Spain—due mainly to the deveiop- 
“ment of her mineral resources—about 10}¢ 
millions.“ 

Chicago at last has genuine and rational 
interest in the possibility of a supply of nat- 
ural gas for fuel purposes. The position of 
the city with respect to commerce and manu- 
factures is such that natural gas is about the 
only thing lacking to give it preéminence 
over all its rivals in the most important 
branches of industry, but natural gas is one 
of those things that it will not do to count on 
till it is secured in paying quantities, There 
is always speculation in connection with 
such to commerce, but it would be very 
unf if tne speculations that are now 
con in connection with the hope of 
getting natural gas should be exploited be- 
fore that hope blossoms into certainty. 


- COST OF NATURAL GAS. 

An article in Taz Triscune of Saturday 
gives good ground for the belief that Cnicago 
may soon have an abundant supply of natural 
gas. It is claimed that the region around the 
head of Lake Michigan coatains a rich store 
of this material, which can be brought here 
as cheaply as that now distributed to the peo- 
ple of Pittsburg and vicinity is served out to 
them. Butiftnis alluring prospect should 
fail there is the best of assurance that by 
going some further off the desired gas can 
be obtained at a small additional expense, 
Muncie, Ind., lies in the centre of a tract of 
some five thousand square miles of rich gas- 
bearing territory, believed to be equal in pro- 
ductiveness to any that has been thus far 
discovered in the Union, and arrangements 
are already in progress for piping hither as 
much of it as may be wanted by the citizens 
of Chicago. The average distance is only 
about a hundred and fifty miles, and it is 
claimed that the initial pressure will be great 
enough to foros it all the way through a sys- 
tem of smooth-bore steel pipes of large diam- 
eter. But if this part of the calculation be at 
fault the cost of transmission will be in- 
creased only a littie by the onerating of pro- 
pelling fans inside the pipes at intervals of a 
fifty'or sixty miles. The vast value of this 
boon can best be appreciated after the con- 
sideration of a few figures. 

The Secretary of the largest gas-supplying 
company in Pittsburg recently stated that 
the total supply to that city and vicinity for 
the last fiscal year averaged over 400 million 


cubic feet per day. The President of one of | 


the smaller companies stated that the quan- 
tity is nearer 500,000,000 feet per day. The 
aggregate collections made by tne companies 
for the same time was officially stated at 
about $2,750,000. Thisis atthe rate of just 
about two cents per 1,000 feet for the smallest 
quantity cluimed. Allowing for the fact that 
where gas is so pleatiful and cheap there is 
an enormous waste, it is liberal to estimate 
that the consumers of natural gas in that re- 
gion did not pay more than three cents per 
1,000 for what they actually used last year. 
Tne formation of a “trust,” which is 
reported to be now in progress, will 
add about one-third to the charges 
made by the companies, and with 
that increase the cost will be but four cents. 
And it should be noted that this covers a good 
profit on the cost of boring the wells, collect- 
ing the gas at their mouths, piping ita dis- 
tance which averages but little less than 
twenty miles, and distributing it by mains 
through the city. 

Chicago would consume at least as much 
gas as is now used by the scarcely half as 
many people in the Pittsburg region, and the 
only extra cost wouid be that involved in 
piping it an additional hundred and thirty 
miles. The requisit mains could certainly be 
000, this estimate allowing for not more 
than two of which need be in use at any one 
time. At 6 per cent interest on this sum, with 
$100,000 per year for the working of the tan- 
ning engines, we have an addition of only a 
half of one cent per 1,000 feet to the 
actual expense attending the service. That is, - 
tour and a quarter cents per 1,000 would pay 
for the bringing of gas from the Muncie re- 
gion to Chicago as well as the Pittsburg com- 


| panies were paid tor the supplying of gas last 
b | year. So Pag pe e ages et 
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ty woulll consume as much per capita 
as do those of the Pennsyivania region at the 
present time. 

It follows from this reasoning that six 
cents per 1,000 feet would fully cover the cost 
of supplying natural gas to Chicago, and 
yield a large profit to the companies under- 
taking the work. It equally follows that this 
figure ought th be made the basis of any ne- 
gotaation which the municipal authorities 
may enter upen with parties anxious to un- 
dertake the s(irvice, and that a contract made 
with them shduld be so worded as to prevent 
any arrangement in the future by which such 
compensation might be increased, Six 
cents is only one-twentieth of the smallest 
sum n those who now have illuminat- 
ing gas to * in Chicago, but it is ali that 
needs to be pi\id for a full supply of Nature's 
own material’ for furnishing us all that we 
want in the shape of light, heat, and power, 


TARIFF CHANGES AND WOOL PRICES. 

A week age Taz Tainune published a table 
taken from the New York World and pur- 
porting to give the average prices of wool in 
Boston, the controlling market of the United 
States, since 1824. The figures showed that 
the best average prices were under virtual 
free trade 1 wool, that prices advanced 
strongly when the duty was taken off in 1857, 
fell when the high tariff was imposea in 1867, 
and continued sagging down until the duty 
was lessened in 1888, when they revived, and 
have since cijntinued to improve. The ac- 
curacy of thi) World’s table is challenged by 
the Cleveland Leader, which denounces the 
tabulation ai; “deliberate and wicked falsifi- 
cation,” and then proceeds to make a compu- 
tation of its bw to prove that wool-growing 
has been more profitable under high than 
under low tariffs. It presents the following 
list of alleged average prices, which differ 
materially from the World's table:

If the above table is to be accepted it 
proves that the taking off of the wool duties 
in 1857 was followed by an immediate and al- 
most contizjuous advance in the price above 
the quotations of 1855 and 1856, and also that 
the highest price reached in over forty years 
—93 cents in 1864—was under a very low 
tariff. The Leader’s table, however, is falla- 
clous and niisleading in the last degree and 
wholly fails to refute the World’s statistics. 
The tabie is based on the reports in the 
American Almanac, giving the highest and 
lowest prides for each year, and, as the 
Leader frankly states, the averages were ob- 
tained by fdding these prices together and 
dividing bly two—a method of computation 
that would certainly earn a castigation for 
any pupil in a country district school 
in Ohio. uch an “average” is no “ av- 
erage” at all, and wholly worthless as a 
basis of comparison. Market quotations made 
in that wiy are not worth the paper on 
which they are printed. An average to be 
worth anything must be struck for every 
month, and then full allowance must be 
made for tie quantity sold at each rate. One 
day in the year a high price might be 
reached and only an insignificant quantity 
would be sold, while low prices and large 
sales miguſt characterize the remainder of the 
year, and jet, according to the Leader’s cal- 
culation, the exceptional and abnormal rate 
would govern the average for the entire 
twelve months! The same blunder would 
appear in \arying degree as the exceptional 
price rulem for a day, a week, or a month. 
To add to the worthiesness of the Leader’s 
argument its table is based on the New York 
market and the other on the Boston market, 
and neither states whether the prices are for 
washed or unwashed, scoured or unscoured 
wool. Thi condition of wool when put in 
the market will allow a margin of from 20 to 
40 per con in its price. 

Nor can the Worid’s table be pronounced 
strictly correct or in fact anything more than 
a rule-of-thumb method of reaching a rough 
result. An accurate computation would re- 
quire averages covering each grade of wool 
with allowances for tne quantity sold at each 
price, and with currency values reduced to 
gold during the period of the deprecis tion of 
greenbaciis. Such a calculation was made 
several yiéars ago by some of the wool ex- 
perts in the East, and it showed with matne- 
matical nicety the same results roughly in- 
dicated in the World’s table—viz.: that wool 
reached its highest and kept the best aver- 
age conseutive price under a very low tariff, 
while it fall greatly under a high tariff and 
rallied when the duties were lessened in 1883. 
These arp the interesting and important 
facts of the matter, and no manipulation of 
market prices nor any cunning or blundering 
arrangement of figures can hide them. Tun 
TRIBUNE will be able to present fuller statis- 
tics on this point in a few days, and it will 
put them ali before its readers with the 
strictest impartiality and in the most com- 
prehensive form. 


CLAMOROUS IRON-ORE TRUSTS. 

In its session at Cleveland the Western 
Iron-Ore Association remonstrated against 
tariff reduction and greedily demanded the 
preservaiion of the present duty of 75 cents 
per ton on imported iron-ore. They repre- 
sent that otherwise they will be forced into 
competition with mines in Spain, Africa, and 
Cuba, wiiere the poorest-paid labor in the 
world isjemployed, and that the wages of 
their woi'kmen must be correspondingly re- 
duced. This, of course, is all bosh. The pe- 
culiar high-grade ore of the Lake Superior 
region des not come into competition at all 
with fordign ores. In fact, the free importa- 
tion of fpreign ores and their use in mixing 
would increase the demand for the home 
produot. There are as many varieties of 
iron-ore as Of wool, and in iron manufact- 
ure, as in the woolen industry, peculiar 
advantajes are gained by mixing different 
varicties;) of the raw material. The Lake 
Superior iron men, in demanding the pres- 


ervationiof duties on imported ores that do 
not compete with their product, are repeat- 


ing the stupid blunder of the wool-growers 
and majufacturers. Even the bigoted pig- 
iron projlucers of Pennsylvania know better 
than thi}, and in 1883 advocated a reduction 
of the diaty so to obtain foreign ores for 
mixing purposes, and last year imported 
nearly a million tons. They profited by the 
change then made, and would be further 
3 by putting foreign ores on the free

COLUMBUS DELANO’S BLUFF GAME. 

Columbus Delano and his Ohio Wool-Grow- 
ers’ Association, composed of himself and a 
dozen flockmasters who have great flocks of 
sheep pasturing in New Mexico and other 
parts of the Far Southwest, have formulated 
their demand that the two to three cents per 
pound reduction of the wool tax effected in 
1883 shail be restored. Delano & Co. then 
magnanimously agree to adjust the present 
68 per cent tax on the consumers of woolen 
goodstocorrespond. Delano & Co. propose to 
fleece and clip the people just as they do their 
flocks, and the doctrine of these few rich 
flockmasters with their big sheep ranches in 
the Southwest seems to be that the con- 
suming public, ordinary farmers included, 
may be d—d. Do the Cook County and the 
Illinois members of Congress take this view 
of the matter? In the Northern States 
of ice and snowy winters woolen clothing, 
blankets, bedding, and carpets cost the 
family of the average workingman or farmer 
at least $60 per annum, or $10 for each mem- 
ber—an expense that could be met with 6840, 
or $6 each, if wool were on the free list and 
the duties on woolens reduced one-half, as 
they might safely be with advantage both to 
the manufacturers and the consumers. The 
40 millions of Northern people would, at 
a very moderate estimate, thereby save 
160 millions a year on their woolen wear, and 
get better goods for their money. The manu- 
facturers being able to secure the foreign 
mixing wools would put.less shoddy and cot- 
ton into woolen fabrics, and the wearing 
quality and value for warmth of all Ameri- 
can-made woolens would be improved. Is 
not this and the lowering of the 
price more important to the North 
ern consumers of woolen goods than 
to coddle Delano & Co., while they take ad- 
vantage of the mild climate and cheap lands 
of the Southwest to wage a destructive com- 
petition against all sheep-growers north of 
Kansas and east of the Missouri? The latter 
now raise sheep for the butcher mainly, and 
could make no profit if they depended on the 
wool clip, competed. with Delano & Co. in 
the mutton market, and paid war prices for

The big wool tariff imposed in 1867-68 
failed utterly to raise the price of Northern 
wool in Boston, the controlling market, but 
lowered it, as it crippled the manufacturers 
by cutting off their mixing woois. 80, too, 
the reduction of the high wool tax in 1883 
two to three cents per pound had the effect 
of raising the price of Northwestern wool 
from’25 cents in 1883 to 32 cents in 1887. The 
present scheme of Delane and his South- 
western flockmasters, whose real purpose is 
to destroy wool-growing in the North and 
West, will again damage the price of North- 
ern wool and raise the cost of clothing to 
the general public, including Western farm- 
ers. The manipulators of this scheme should 
be incontinently kicked dowu-stairs.

New York, Jan, 15.——[Special.}—When 
Prof. Felix Adler closed his oration in Chick- 
ering Hail tonight he was greeted with 
a sudden burst of applause that reminded 
one of the «memorable scene in Pily- 
mouth Church when for the first 
time Henry Ward Beecher denounced 
the doctrine of eternal punishment as the 
most hideous nightmare of theology. It was 
a surprise to the Society for Ethical Culture. 
Up to this time Prof. Adler had clung to the 
proposition that religious ideas should be 
taught to the masses. Today he opposed it. 
He said: 

“The question has been asked, ‘Are we 
agnostics?’ Iam an unfeathered biped and 
an agnostic, and yet this does not describe 
me. Religion does not depend upon a per 
sonal God. It existed before monotheism 
came into the world, and it is a universal and 
ineradicable element of human nature. In 
the whole world’s history there are only a 
few great religious souls. The majority do 
not and cannot profoundly experience re- 
ligious feelings. What is the use cf trying 
to make all the sons and daughters of human- 
ity take into their minds the idea of a uni- 
verse, whether they have the faculty or not? 
What is the use of trying to force musie upon 
those who cannot receive it? To force re- 
ligion upon everybody regardless of capacity 
means aninfinit degradation of the thoughts 
of the master minds of religion, an infinit 
lowering and caricaturing of religious ideas. 
It would wake religion an object of disgust 
and a source of terrible evils. The molten 
metal of religious feelings when poured into 
vulgar molds will harden into vulgar shapes. 
The great masses cannot master anything 
that is not concrete. soon becomes 
a being of flesh and  biood

New York, Jan. 18.— Special. — The mys- 
tery surrounding the sad death of Mrs. Ed- 
win Parmelee yesterday is gradually disap- 
pearing. Search made almost entirely by 
the newspaper representatives seems to have 
shown that a gentleman for years connected 
in friendly relations with the Parmelee fam- 
ily was the companion of the unfortu- 
pate lady when she died in the 
house of questionable character kept 
by Rosie Fisher at No. 110 West 
Twenty-cighth street last r One 
thing seems to be certainly established, and 
that is that the police, Coroner, and others 
interested are well aware of the idenuty of 
the man who ran away and left his com- 

ion in sin to die among strangers. Police 
aptain Reilly, soon after the death of Mrs. 
Parmelee, was in n of facts which 
caused him to send over to Brooxlyn for the 
man under suspicion, but after questioning 
him closely, and knowing that 1t was evident 
that Parmeiee’s death was 
heart-disease, the — 
be Mrs. Parmeiee’s mpanion was al- 
lowed his liberty on his own 
recognizance. By the police the affair is pro- 
nounced one of the strangest on record, and 
the most remarkabie of its class. Not 
Uke it is recalled in the history of crime— 
that is to say, a case in which a weaithy, re- 
spected woman bas been struck by death 
while in a house of bad character. One 
family has already been stricken heart and 
soul by Mrs. Parmelee’s death, and uniess 
the ends of justice cannot be 
served without it the Coroner intends 
to shield the second family from the 
cruel wounds caused by public exposure. 
Coroner Eidman said today concerning Mrs. 
Parmelee’s companion: 1 would not arrest 
him if 1 knew his name. I wouldn't, so help 
me God. Amen. Gentlemen, I am willing to 
take the consequences. I’m not going to 
ruin any family. There's nothing criminal 
in the case. I've done my duty, Le 
investigated the matter. It's bad enough for 
Mr. Parmelee's poor children. I shall give no 
orders to arrest the man.” Mrs. Emma L. 
Parmelee is a native and until two years 
since a resident of Middletown, N. L., and 
connected on all sides with respectable and 
wealthy Orange County families. Her 
maiden name was Hill, and she inherited 
from her mother a large property in England. 
The man under suspicion is said to 
have a pew in Talmage’s Church, Brook- 
lyn, and this pew Mrs. Parmelee, although 
not a church member, frequently occupied. 
It is very loudly intimated that the man who 
was with Mrs. Parmelee was a person named 
Hardenburgh, who lived near the Parmelees, 
and who had the management of Mrs. Par- 
melee’s property, valued at several hundred 
thousand dollars. Mr. Parmelee, the invalid 
husband, is reported dying tonight.

Hints on Seasonable Dishes and Hew te 
Prepare Them. : 

New York Post: A Nimrod writes privately 
from the West to the Zable begging permis- 
siop tooffer the public his long experience 
regarding venison, its use and abuse. 

To quote: You speak of cooking venison 
—meaning, I take it, the flesh of the white- 
tailed deer, The term venison is roughly av- 
plied by the men of the Western States to 
the flesh of antelopea, elks, aud black-tailed 
aeer—the last a larger and much better game 
animal than the more common white-tailed 
deer. This last is found throughout the 
United States and Canada. Of this interest- 
ing animal the flesh is brought to 
market chiefly after the Ist of November. 
The game laws of the several States are the 
severest satires upon the inteil of the 
‘bove and sinew’ of the land. t of them 
forbid the killing of deer before the middle 
of September, but permit the killing of the 
animal at all times from the middie of Sep- 
tember to the ist of January. The deer is out 
ot season within ten days at most after the 
hardening of his horns. He casts these in 
February. They grow out in the early sum- 
mer and are ‘in the velvet’ in July 
and August, beginning Ww. i 
September.
